Memorial Day : 

Navon leads nation in 
tribute to the fallen

"In the name of all Israel." Presi- 
dent Yitzhak Navon last night paid 
tribute' to the dead of Israel’s 
battles, lighting a memorial flame 
at the Western Wall In a brief 
ceremony attended by thousands. 

On the roofs overlooking the 
plaza, on the stairs and In the wide 
open plaza, there wu no empty 
space as young and old crowded to 
pay their respects on Memorial 
Day eve. 

While a contingent of 80 cadets 
from the artny. navy and air force 
presented arms and a bugler 
played taps. Navon. handed a torch . 
by a 1973 Yom Kippur War widow, 
lit the memorial flame. 

In a one-sentence address. Chief 
of Staff Rav-Aluf Rafael Elt&n ex- 
pressed the nation's "gratitude... to 


those who fell heroically.” 

With tight army and police 
security, the ceremony went otf 
without a hitch. The crowd's sllonce 
was Interrupted only by an oc- 
casional muffled sob or cough. 

A harsh wind, blowing from the 
east over the Wall, swirled a veil of 
dust over the heads of the crowd, 
ruffled the dozens of half-lowered 
flags around the plasa. 

A father who lost his son recited 
koddiah and the. crowd murmured 
Its response. Aluf Gad Navon, the 
IDF‘3 chief rabbi, recited psalms, 
and the army's, chief cantor, Rav-

IDF raid leaves 20 
PFLP terrorists dead

More than 20 members of Ahmed 
Jlfarirs radical Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine were 
killed in an early morning raid on 
their headquarters near Sar aland 
on the Lebanese coast on Friday, 
according to IDF sources. 

Basing themselves on reports 
reaching here from Lebanon. IDF 
sources said that the terrorists 
sustained most of their casualties 
when Israeli troops, who attacked 
from the sea, demolished two 
buildings before their inhabitants 
had tlrfle to run for cover. They also 
killed six to eight guards within 
seconds of launching the attack. 

"One of the most outstanding 
features of this operation," Chief of 
Staff Rafael Elt&n told a group of 
military correspondents on Friday 


afternoon, "was the element of 
total surprise achieved." 

From what has been learned over 
the weekend, the decision to attack 
the camp, which constituted two 
buildings tucked In the cover of a 
danse orchard some 100 metres 
from the shore, was taken Just 
hours before the operation began. 
According to Eltan, the two 
seemingly Innocuous buildings in 
the orchard, near a point called Raa 
e-Sheikh. 40 kilometres north of the 
Isracli-Lebancse border, was a 
terrorist camp serving Jibril's 
General Command of the PFLP. He 
added that the attack should not 
necessarily be seen as the har- 
binger of a new aggressive Israeli 
policy against the terrorists, "but 
we saw a bird and decided to kill 
It.” he sAld.

TEL AVIV. — The Liberal Par- 
ly and Democratic Movement 
have both unofficially warned 
their Herut coalition partners 
that any attempt to oust 
Defence Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man would lead to the 
government's speedy downfall. 

Such an attempt cannot be ruled 
out. On his return home Friday 
afternoon. Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin read Che transcript 
of Wejzman's expression of no- 
confidencc in the government on 
television Iasi week. The Prime 
Minister feels that the Herut wing 
of the Likud Knesset faction should 
either join in compelling Weizman 
to take back his criticism of the 
government, or in making him feel 
he has put himself beyond the pale. 
Begin cannot fire Weizman for con- 
stitutional reasons, but he may en- 
courage a build-up of party 
pressure to signal Weizman to 
resign because he Is no longer 
wanted. 

Although the Liberals too con- 
demned Welzman's statements in 
the "Moked" Interview last 
Wednesday — especially since they 


coincided with the Prime Minister's 
negotiations In Washington — 
Liberal sources told Tke Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that they would not 
allow any punitive measures 
against the defence minister. 

Ideologically, Weizman is closer 
to the Liberal wing of the Likud 
than to the Herut party, to which he 
nominally belongs. Moreover, 
many Liberals make no secret of 
their wish to &e him at the helm of 
a new centre party — "providing he 
can control his mouth and not 
destroy himself politically with his 
impulsiveness,” as one Liberal 
spokesman put it. 

The DM, which is seen as a poten- 
tial co-founder of a new centre par- 
ty, is now also in a position to deter- 
mine the fate of the government. 
Party sources say Its leaders In- 
dicated to the Prime Minister over 
the weekend that any move to oust 
Weizman from the government 
would make it impossible for the 
DM to remain in the coalition. 

On April 27 the DM council is to 
take up demands that the party bolt 
the coalition. Some political 
observers feel the Weizman TV

TEL AVIV. — Source* close to 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
said yesterday that, despite his non- 
chalant statements, Begin Is ex- 
tremely offended at the way both 
the Labour Party and the U.S. ad- 
ministration prepared and timed 
the invitation to Labour chairman 
Shimon Peres to confer with Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter. 

Nevertheless, Begin has no inten- 
tion of heeding the advice of some 
cabinet members who say Peres 
should be asked not to see Carter, 
because of the damage thla would 
cause Israel. 

Begin reportedly feel* that “the 
damage has already been done.” 
He is said to resent the way the 
Americana had kept him in the dark 
about a meeting which they must 
have been planning for weeks. 
Some of Be gin's aides said it la 
more than a personal slight to the 
prime minister, smacking of a 
transparent attempt to weaken tbe 
government from within and to In- 


terfere in Israeli politics. 

They added that this contrasts 
sharply with Begin's refusal to 
meet democratic presidential can- 
didate Senator Edward Kennedy on 
the eve of the Pennsylvania 
primaries or to confer with 
Republican presidential candidate 
Ronald Reagan, lest Israel be seen 
as interfering In America's politics. 
The sources say that Begin now 
regrets not agreeing to receiving 
Kennedy at Blair House and only 
speaking to him by telephone. 

The sources admitted to The 
Jerusalem Post that Begin's 
remarks about the American in- 
vitation to opposition leaders being 
routine were made only to save 
face. In fact, they stressed, this 
situation differs In two ways from 
invitations to British and German 
opposition leaders. Firstly, the U.S. 
Is negotiating with Israel and 
attempting to apply pressure, and a 
more conciliatory Peres stand Is 
likely to weaken the Israeli 
bargaining position.

A 28-ycar-old paper-hanger with 
a criminal record who was working 
fa the building, has already been 
arrested. Police today' will ask the 
Tel Aviv magistrate's court to re- 
mand the man. 

The stolen diamonds have not yet 
been found, although -Dan sub- 
district commander Ell Ben-. 
Hamah said he was optimistic they 
would be. 

“We’U continue searching, and I 
believe we'U achieve favourable 
results." he said. 

Another senior police source, 
however, was more pessimistic. 

"This is one of tbe most

"If the 
stolen diamonds, are not found, the 
insurance companies will raise 
their rates and we shall all suffer." 

Diamond Exchange president 
Moshc Sc hnitzer paced through the 
building, attending police question- 
ing of the victims and explaining 
the building's security system to 
police.

recently. 

"This la the most guarded 
building In tbe state. Even abroad 
there are not many buildings so 
well guarded,” he said. "We have 
not had a robbery before and 1 don't 
believe anyone could leave with a 
diamond as large as a pin head 
without being caught."

Shomron says rescue of 
Teheran hostages possible 


Eye-witness account; 

Abduction in South Lebanon 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
O C Southern Command Dan 
Shomron. commander of the 1976 
Entebbe Operation, said yesterday 
that if the U.S. wanted to rescue its 
hostages In Teheran It could 
definitely do so. 

In an interview with “Davar" 
editor Hanna Zemer appearing to- 
day. Shomron said that technically 
a rescue operation is not only possi- 
ble but that conditions prevailing 
now in Teheran are even mare 
favourable than before. Shomron 
feels that Iran's state of near-chaos 
would not complicate but would in 
fact simplify a military effort to 
free the hostages. 


He said that a number of 
organizations are running Iranian 
affairs without a central power in 
absolute command. Many Iranians 
carry arms without being responsi- 
ble to the government, he said, and 
such a situation makes it easier for 
a rescue team to move in without 
causing alarm. They could blend 
Into the general situation and fLnd 
openings for action, he said. 

Asked if the Americans are 
aware of this situation, Shomron 
said the main consideration for the 
U.S. Is global — not so much the 
probability of succeeding in such 
an operation, but the possibility of 
an escalation which could ensue.'

operations of this nature in the past, 
the IDF this time managed to 
destroy both the actual buildings 
and to kill a substantia] number of 
terrorists at the same time. In the 
past, due to a lack of the same 
degree of surprise, terrorist 
facilities were ali-to-often found 
empty. 

The strike force which came In 
from the sea. according to reports 
from Beirut, suffered two light 
casualties. The army spokesman 
said over the weekend that both 


men were out of danger and that 
their injuries were negligible. 

The raid took place abaround 2:30 
a.m. on Friday, after the strike 
force had spent over an hour creep- 
ing the 100 metres between the 
shore and the first building.

An announcement over the 
building's public address system 
told everyone inside that a robbery 
had occurred and no one could 
leave until the police arrived. 

Within minutes dozens of police 
cars arrived, roadblocks were 


erected around the building, and 
everyone found in the area was 
stopped and checked. 

Led by Ben-Harusb, a team of in- 
vestigators began questioning the 
robbery victims. As people were 
allowed to leave the building, police 
checked each person and his 
belongings. Hershkovitz sat with 
the guards and tried to identify the 
robber. 

At about 6 p.m. the last people 
were about to leave the building. A 
tail, blond young man. wearing an 
open denim shirt over a blue T-shirt 
was among them, and as he passed 
Hershkovitz the diamond dealer 
whispered something to a nearby 
police officer. 

The man, who is to be brought to 
court today, said he had been hang- 
ing wallpaper in a 12th-floor room, 
a statement that was later verified. 

Police, however, are reportedly 
suspicious because of the man's 
criminal record, said to include car 
theft and burglary. They also 
reportedly have learned that the 
man had once worked for a dia- 
- mondr merchant,-- despite his 
reported statement to the police 
that he had never dealt with 
diamonds. 

The diamond robbery has created 
a sensation around the world, with 
both European and U.S. media 
reporting over the weekend that it 
was “the most daring diamond 
robbery in years."

coalition. If that happens and if all 
six DM Knesset members abide by ' 
the council decision, the govern- 
ment will be left one short of a ma- 
jority in the Knesset. 

Some DM members who used to 
advocate departure from the 
government had recently begun to 
"soften." It is thought that the 
Weizman statements were aimed at 
making it impossible for the party 
leaders to defend continuing in the 
coalition. 

An indication of just how complex 
the situation has become was given 
over the weekend by the DM leader. 
Deputy Prime Minister Ylgael 
Yadin. who was tbe staunchest 
defender of his party’s remaining in 
the government. 

On Friday, however, Yadin told a 
radio interviewer that the Weizman 
statements had added new impetus 
to political developments already 
under way, “throwing the whole 
political system. Into a state., of . 
flux." 

“I expect intensified political ac- 
tivity In the coming month or two, 
and attempts at a re -organization of 
the political parties, with new and 
different political combinations 
possibly being .formed," Yadin 
■said. 


Sources close to Begin said the 
Prime Minister wants the Weizman 
affair dealt with at the parliamen- 
tary level. Begin expects to attend a 
meeting of the Herut wing of the 
Likud faction later this week, at 
which Weizman is sure to be un- 
animously condemned. 

The Herut members, taking their 
cue from Begin, will let off steam, 
and if Weizman does not express 
contrition he will be made a pariah, 
the sources said. 

The sources noted that Weizman 
had called for early elections three 
weeks earlier, in a chat with 
Mapam's Chaika Grossman In the 
Knesset lobby, but then issued a 
denial. “A public statement of 
television is more far- reaching than 
a chat with an opposition MK." one 
source commented. “Tbe rocket 
which Weizman launched to 
damage Begin in America turned 
into a boomerang wMclf'' zoomed' 
back to Israel and. hurt Weizman ■ 
rntfehmore," the soY&bb'kaid. 


An Associated Press reporter in 
Beirut. Steve Mindy, iron one of the 
parly of UNTSO and UNIFIL per- 
sonnel abducted in Southern 
Lebanon on Friday. He and an AP 
photographer reportedly dressed in 
UN uniforms for the assignment. 
This is his eyewtnesi report : 

...the half dozen gunmen jumped 
out from behind the atone walls on 
either side of the road and ordered 
us out of our vehicles. 

They were led by a man, about 30, 
who shouted that he wanted to 
avenge the death of his brother, 
who was killed on April 12 when UN 
troops drove Major Sa'ad Haddad's 
men out of the village of al-Tlri. Al- 
Tfri is one of the village positions 
turned over to Haddad by the 
Israelis after their April 9 incursion 
into Lebanon. 

After taking the guns of the UN 
soldiers, they pushed four of us Into 
a Peugeot 404 and drove us over a 
rutted mud schoolyard to tbe 
deserted schoolhouse. When AP 
photographer Vartan told them he 
was a Lebanese- Armenian, they 
told him to stay upstairs. He was 
okay. 

The rest of us were rushed at gun- 
point down a stairway into a filthy 
bathroom with shattered fixtures 
and glass on the tile floor. Two teen- 
age gunmen stood guard at the 
doorway. UNTSO Major Harry 
Klein said he recognized one as 
having been captured, and releas- 
ed, after last week’s clash in al-Tiri. 

The leader of the group ran to the 
doorway and tugged at his black 
shirt, shouting he was in mourning 
for “my brother, my brother." A 
young red-be reted gunman coolly 
asked us our nationality, in Arabic. 

I said American. So did Klein. 
UNTSO Capt. Patrick Vincent said 
French and the three Irish told who 
they were. Haddad blames the Irish 
for the April 12 death in al-Tlri and 
has demanded the villagers pay 
him $13,000 or deliver two dead 
Irishmen as blood money. 

“American, good, French, good," 
said the two teen-agers. Klein, who 
speaks passable Arabic, told the 
Irish to stop smiling. We all stopped 
smiling. 

Recklessly waving the 9mm 
Swedish-made burp gun he had 
taken from one of the Irishmen, the 
agitated man told the three drivers 
to come with him. 

Two gunmen prodded the 


Irishmen down a long corridor of 
the bathroom and disappeared. 
paced for about 10 minutes before 
the shooting echoed down llu 
barren corridors of the building. 

Two of the Irishmen bolted and 
ran through a passage into the 
arms of Haddad gunmen waiting 
outside. John O’Mahony staggered 
out of the door, pulling up his pants. 
The gunmen herded him back into 
the room. * * 

There was more shooting insid- 
and outside tbe building. O’Maha. 
screamed and another group 7 
gunmen screeched to a halt In ty 
more cars upstairs. The tv.. 

holding us told us to go help o< 1 

friend. 

O'Mahony was sitting on tt 
floor, his head between his legs. 
“You all right." said Klein. 

"No," said O'Mahony. 

"Are you shot," said Klein. 
"Yes," said O'Mahony. H 
pointed to his back and his foot. 

Klein, a tali, husky VJetnan 
veteran, carried chunky, red 
headed O'Mahony outside. We put s 
piece of plastic under him anc 
carried him to one of the newly- 
arrived gunmen's Jeeps. O'Mahon;, 
did not cry out. He said his stomach 
hurt. 

The angry leader of the gunmer 
took the two other Irishmen away ir 
his car. along with ail Vartan'; 
cameras. The men are being helc 
hostage. 

We flagged down a taxi near Bln 
Jbaii and transferred O’Mahony 
"Oh God, Oh Gad, what is happen 
ing to my country?" said' th 
driver, Abu Hassan, as we drov*. 
through Bint Jbaii, where Israel 
army officers were walking on th 
streets. 

At the Irish headquarters in Tit 
nin, a helicopter rushed O'Mahon 
to hospital. Ghanaian Gen. Err 
manuel Erskine, head of th 
UNIFIL, Lt.-Col. Jack Kissane, an 
Lt. Col Frank Stewart, the ir 
coming Irish commander, were i 
Tibnin. 

Erskine had no comment, but h 
ordered Klein to contact Haddad i 
an effort to retrieve the two Iris 
'hostages, and to arrange t 
evacuate the six Irishmen at Ras 
The Irish officers, deferring 
Erskine, also had no comment, b 
one of them was overheard sayin; 
“We're going to get those Iriahm- 
out of there if we have to go in 
tanks." 


One of Begin’s aides gave The 
Post a humorous interpretation of 
Weizman's behaviour, quoting a 
Chinese tale that “rats always 
know when to leave a sinking ship 
since they themselves filled It 
with holes."

(Continued (ram page One) 
in the presidential limousine, lasted 
barely 15 minutes. 

Accompanied by his wife Odra, 
Navon made his way down a line of 
parents, wives and children of 
fallen soldiers, pausing at each 
family to say a few words, befbre 
leaving. 

Most of the crowd had arrived an 
hour before Navon, but even after 
he left many still stood staring at 
the burning flame In front of the 
brightly-lit wall. Only after the 
television klieg lights dimmed and 
the military cadets marched out of 
the plaza, leaving only an honour 
guard behind at the flame, did the 
crowd disperse. 

In Haifa last night, at a ceremony 
attended by some 300 city notables 
and relatives of Fallen residents, 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
said it was "the blood and sacrifice 
of the 6,000 men and women who 
died in the War of Independence, 
and the many thousands who fell 
after them," that established the 
State of Israel and keeps it secure.

The synagogue was heavily 
guarded by black-uniformed Egyp- 
tian policemen while the service 
was held inside. 


Diplomat freed 
by M-19 guerrillas 

BOGOTA, Colombia (UPI). — Lef- 
tist guerrillas holding the. 
Dominican Republic embassy in’ 
Bogota yesterday freed Costa 
Rican consul Rolando Blanco. 

Guerrillas of the April 19th Move- 
ment still hold 17 diplomats 
hostage. Including U.S. Am- 
bassador Diego AsencJo and Israeli 
Ambassador Eliahu Barak. 

The Costa Rican consul was freed 
after 53 days In captivity on the 10th 
anniversary of the founding of the 
guerrilla movement. 

The leader of the guerrillas told a 
Bogota newspaper over the 
telephone that no more hostages 
will be released until a full settle- 
ment is reached. 

Thirty-s.even have been freed 
sinfec the embassy was seized dur- 
ing a diplomatic reception on 
February 27. 

The terrorists freed a kidnapped 
Colombian journalist yesterday 
and sent him to President Julio 
Cesar Turbay with a message about 
ending the siege at the Dominican 
Embassy.

In a television interview last 
night, Peres said that to the beat of 
his knowledge the initiative for the 
Invitation came from Carter 
himself. He said that he had 
originally planned to visit the U.S. 
at the beginning of April, but when 
he learned of the Washington sum- 
mits with President Sadat and 
Prime Minister Begin be postponed 
his trip so as not to create the im- 
pression of interfering with those 
talks. 

Peres said that on various oc- 
casions he had reported to Begin on 
meetings he had held or planned to 
■hold. On one occasion, he said, the 
prime minister had requested that 
"I not hold a scheduled meeting 
with someone and I honoured his 
request. The results were not too 
pleasant," he added, 
while other 'opposition leaders had 
been invited in the past, the govern- 
ment had not been so deliberately 
kepL in the dark. 

Meanwhile, it was learned that 
the Israel Embassy In Washington 
was much more involved in prepar- 
ing for the Carter-Peres meeting 
than Ambassador Ephraim Evron 
and his aides are admitting. So far, . 
Evron has not explained why he 
kept the prime minister and foreign 
minister in the dark until the story 
broke in Israel. It is quite certain 
that the embassy knew about the 
meeting well In advance. 

Peres has belittled Likud anger 
over his visit saying that “it is all so 
much nonsense. Margaret 
Thatcher (British Prime Minister) 
was received by Carter when she 
was an opposition leader." 

The Labour Party spokesman 
said the U.S. embassy had In- 
formed Peres that the meeting is at 


9-30 a.m. Thursday. As was the 
procedure on previous visits to tbe 
U.S., Peres informed the U.S. em- 
bassy of his trip and it proceeded to 
set meetings for him. 

Labour sources admitted, 
however, that the Americans may 
not have wanted to embarrass 
Begin and themselves by revealing 
news of the meeting while the 
prime minister was still in 
Washington. They would have 
preferred the announcement to 
come out during Peres' stay In tbe 
U.S., as 'was the case with the re- 
cent visit by former foreign 
minister Moshe Dayan. 

Deputy Defence Minister 
Mordechai Zlpori on Friday night 
told a TV interviewer that “it is 
sheer impudence on the part of the 
opposition leader to carry on his 
own negotiations with the U.S. 
president while talks crucial to the 
well-being of the state are under 
way." He went on to liken Peres’ 
action to treason, noting that "for 
less than this people like Beer and 
Cohen were sent to Jail." Yisrael 
Beer was tried for contacts with 
Soviet agents as was Aharon Cohen 

Deputy Prime Minister Slmha 
Ehrlich said “This is an irresponsi- 
ble act on the part of Peres and 
weakens the state, not Just the 
government. Should lt turn out that 
the initiative came from Peres, It 
would be doubly worse. But If 
Carter did the inviting, he would be 
guilty of attempted meddling in 
another country’s internal 
politics.” 

Former UN Ambassador Yosef 
Tekoah. of Labour, deplored the 
“timing of the meeting and the 
shameful manner in which the 
whole affair was kept from the 
prime minister and then hastily 
reported to him."

' Prime Minister Charles Hughey, 
who described the execution-style 
killing of two of the troopers as 
"wanton murder," said he Is 
launching a diplomatic campaign 
to urge Israel to attempt to halt the 
Leb anese fighting. 

TheTHSE blame the Israelis for 
provoking much of the fighting In 
Southern Lebanon and want them 
to keep out of the border buffer zone 
where the violence is centred. 

The Irish have some 700 men In 
the 6,000-man UN force. The 
government plans to go ahead with 
rotating its contingent in June, of- 
ficials reported. 

The escalation in Dublin’s 
bitterness is the latest round in a

Iran launches 'cultural revolution’ 

Fighting on campuses 
as left groups curbed

TEH BRAN lAPi. - Conservative 
Moslem students fought with lef- 
tists on university campuses across 
Iran late Friday and early yester- . 
day in what Teheran’s leading 
Moslem newspaper called the open- 
ing shot of an Iranian "Cultural 
Revolution." 

At least one youth was reported 
killed, and hundreds injured. 

Informed sources in Teheran 
reported that several schools, in- 
cluding the Teachers' College here, 
changed hands several times as 
rival student groups fought for con- 
trol. 

The violence was touched off by a 
decree of Iran's ruling 
Revolutionary Council ordering 
that "non-Islamic groups" close 
(heir offices at tlte nation’s univer- 
sities. 

It appeared aimed primarily at 
Marxist-Influenced groups and 
other non-religious student political 
organizations that have flourished 
since the overthrow of the shah 14 
months ago. 

Besides suppressing student 
political groups, the Revolutionary 
Council last week also announced* 
that university curricula would be 
changed to reflect Islamic 
teachings and law. 

Reports reaching Teheran on Fri- 


day said that Moslem students had 
begun taking over university ad- 
ministration offices in the northern 
cities of Tabriz and Babolsar and 
elsewhere in Iran. By yesterday, it 
was reported that some student 
groups had organized "resistance 
centres” to Gght the pressure from 
the Moslems, most of them 
members of the Islamic society of 
students. 

Between one and four persons 
were killed and at least 40 injured in 
fighting at the Teheran teachers’ 
college, it was reported by the 
Teheran newspaper ‘‘Jomhori 
Islam! official organ of the 
clergy-led Islamic Republican Par- 
ty. 

It identified only one victim, a 
high school student who was 
reported strangled. 

The Iranian news agency Pars 
said three persons were injured 
when "students and the public" oc- 
cupied offices at the finance faculty 
of Teheran University. 

Teheran Radio said Moslem stu- 
dent occupations continued at 
Tabriz University and plashes 
broke out at the university in 
Shiraz. 650 km. south of Teheran. 
Some reports reaching the capital 
said 500 persons were Injured in 
Shiraz.

It’s do or die for Kennedy 
and Bush in Pennsylvania 


WASHINGTON lAP). — The 
presidential primary election In the 
big eastern industrial state ot Penn- 
sylvania on Tuesday looms as the 
most important campaign 
crossroads yet for Democratic 
Senator Edward Kennedy and 
Republican George Bush. 


It is a "do or die" contest for both 
Kennedy and Bush as they seek to 
wrest the Democratic and 
Republican presidential 
nominations from President Jim- 
my Carter and former California 
Governor Ronald Reagan. 

There are 185 nominating 
delegates at stake in the 
Democratic Party election in Penn- 
sylvania. and 83 Republican 
delegates. 

To the candidates, its looks this 
way: 

• "The most important thing in 
the world." says Kennedy. 

• "Pennsylvania can nail down 
the nomination for us. finally," 
says Robert Strauss. Carter’s cam- 
paign chairman. 

• "It means everything." says 
Bush's state coordinator. Bill 
Goodllng. 

• "If we can beat Bush in Penn- 
sylvania. we can knock him out of 
the ballpark," says Reagan- aide 
Richard Schweiker. 

Pennsylvania seems to be made 
to order for Kennedy and BuBh. 


Kennedy has won heavy support 
from labour unions In a state where 
unions are powerful. H is pro-labour 
record should help in a state with an 
ailing steel and auto industries and 
unemployment of 7.8 per cent. 
Pennsylvania has large blocs of 
Roman Catholics, blacks and other 
ethnic blocs that are traditionally 
receptive to Kennedy’s brand of 
liberal politics. 

Pennsylvania has long been a 
stronghold of the liberal wing of the 
Republican Party, which should be 
more sympathetic to Bush than the 
conservative Reagan. 

Kennedy has been pointing to 
Pennsylvania a a the critical show- 
down ever since his shocking vic- 
tories over Carter in the New York 
and Conecticut primaries on March 
25. A loss in Pennsylvania would 
mean that the senator would have 
to win about two of every three of 
the delegates remaining to be 
chosen — a task of huge propor- 
tions. 

Carter now has 89i of the 1,666 
delegates needed for nomination, 
while Kennedy has 439. 

Democratic delegates in Penn- 
sylvania are apportioned on the 
basis of the popular vote. A recent 
poll Indicated that Carter is 
favoured by 42 per cent of the 
Democratic electorate, while 
Kennedy polled 29 per cent, and 29 
per cent were undecided. 


SALISBURY, Zimbabwe fUFI)- — 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe's 
cabinet was sworn In yesterday to 
climax the ceremonies that gave 
birth to a black-ruled Zimbabwe. 

Each minister took three oaths, 
swearing alliegance to Zimbabwe, 
promising to discharge his new 
responsibilities faithfully and vow- 
ing to honour cabinet secrecy. 

Sworn in were 22 ministers and 13 
deputy ministers. The Minister of 
Youth, Sports and Recreation. Mrs. 
Teurai Ropa Nhongo, was absent 
because she was unwell, according 
to her deputy. 

The new cabinet's first act, an- 
nounced by Finance Minister Enos 
Nkala, reduced the 15 per cent sales 
tax by 5 per cent immediately and 
exempted all basic foodstuffs from 
sales tax. 

To make up the loss to the 
treasury, he said that the tax paid 
by producers of alcoholic 
beverages and tobacco products 
'would be raised. Nkala also said 
that he planned to impose a 10 per 
cent surcharge income tax. Both 
moves affect mostly the white 
minority.

Exodus of Cuban dissidents 
said suspended by Castro 


MIAMI. — Cubans celebrated the 
19th anniversary of the abortive 
Bay of Pigs invasion yesterday, one 
day after Fidel Castro reportedly 
halted the exodus of hundreds of 
dissidents jammed into the Peru- 
vian embassy in Havana. 

Cuban press officials denied that 
Castro had suspended the refugee 
airlift to Costa Rica, as was 
reported outside Cuba on Friday. 
They said he only suggested that 
the nations willing to give the 
refugees asylum come to Havana 'to 
get them. They have been flying to 
Costa Rica, the staging area for the 
exodus. 

No refugee flights left Jose Marti . 
Airport yesterday and there was no 
word on when or where the next air- 
lift would go. . 

According to reports, on Friday 
Castro ended the flights for the 
nearly 10,000 anti-communist 
Cubans who took refuge in the em- 
bassy In Havana two weeks ago. . 

The refugee flights, which started 
on Wednesday, have taken about 
TOO Cubans to Costa Rica so far. 


Some already have left there' for 
Peru. 

Costa Rican President Rodrigo 
Car&zo appealed to Castro on Fri- 
day night "not to put poUtical In- 
terests ahead of humanitarian in- 
terests" and to let the flights con- 
tinue. He indicated Costa Rica 
would increase its quota beyond the 
300 it originally agreed to take. 

According to a Havana Radio 
broadcast monitored here, the 
celebrating Cubans trooped down* 
Havana’s embassy row, shouting 
' "Fidel! Fidel!" In a massive show 
of strength for Castro. Close to a 
million Cubans eventually joined 
the day-long anniversary march, 
the radio said. 

Foreign diplomats said Castro’s 
action on Friday may have been 
aimed at diverting adverse publici- 
ty on thr eve of the rally, which, 
commemorates the day in 1961 
when Castro’s forces repulsed a 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency- 
backed attempt to overthrow his in- 
fant Communist regime. (AP, UPI) ; 


Morocco severs ties with 
Libya over Western Sahara 


RABAT, Morocco (AP). — Morocco 
severed diplomatic relations with 
Libya on Friday after Libyan 
leader Col. Muammar Gaddafi 
recognized the Independence of 
Western Sahara, the Moroccan 
Foreign Ministry said. 

Morocco claims sovereignty over 
the former Spanish territory to its 
southwest. It is opposed by 
Polisarlo, an Algerian-backed 
guerrilla movement seeking in- 
dependence for the desert zone. 
rr " A* Tunisian opposition group 
.^meanwhile haajzoved to avenge the 
deaths of 13 men hanged at dawn in 
Tunisia on Thursday. 

In a typed statement handed in to 
Reuters Beirut bureau, the Tuni- 
sian Revolutionary People's Party 
said It would continue its struggle 


until the government in Tunisia was . 
overthrown. 

The 13 were sentenced to death 
for their part In a guerrilla attack 
last January oh the southern Tuni- 
sian phosphate mining town of Gaf- 
sa in which 48 people died and more 
than 1 00 were wounded.- . 

Two colleagues were sentenced to 
death in their absence. 

The Tunisian government of ag- 
ing President' Habib Botirgiiiba ac- 
cused the Libyans of trying to 
destabilize the country, but the 
. Libyans have denied any part to the 
attack. * 

The U.S. has expelled two Libyan 
diplomats who appeared .to be 
pressuring Libyan students to take 
violent action against enemies of 
their country, officials in 
’ Washington said Friday. - 


Spanish general sacked 


MADRID (UPI). — The govern- 
ment of Premier Adolfo Suarez has 
replaced the director-general of the 
Civil Guard in a significant move 
designed to underline the subor- 
dinate position of tbe military In the 
new Spanish democracy. 

The cabinet relieved army Lt. 
Gen. Pedro Fontenla Fernandez of 
his command late Friday, five days 
after publication of a newspaper in- 
terview in which he attacked 
government plans to reorganize the 
elite para-military corps. - 


Named to succeed Fontenla was 
Gen. Jose AramburuTopete, 61, the' 
chief of defence policy, who Is 
known for his technical competence 
and the esteem in which he is held 
by civilian. Defence Minister 
Augustin Rodriguez Sahagun. 


Fontenla virtually forced the 
hand of the government by telling 
"La Vanguardla." Spain’s largest 
newspaper, that he would fight 
senate approval of the law con- 
taining the reorganization plan. But 
the government’s action still was 
considered a bold one in. a country 
where the military tradlfionallyhas 
been a major force. 

The Civil Guard, formed 136 : 
years ago to maintain order to the 
countryside, has always been head- j 
ed by an army general who reports t 
to the defence minister. 

The new law would divide control 
of the corps between the defence 
and Interior ministers. The defence 
minister would oversee missions of 
a military nature and the interior 
minister operations involving 
public order and security.

DAYAN felt the Carter Admlrxlstra* 
tion wanted to make a go of the 
autonomy scheme — "not to make 
Begin happy, hut In order to case 
the pressure on Sadat, who is in a 
most uncomfortable position." 

"They want to reach a situation 
where Sadat can say. *1 did my 
part/ even if the Palestinians stay 
away." 

Dayan was at the White House 
Just before the latest visits there of 
President Sadat and Premier 
Begin. The views he presented did 
not entail removing Israeli 
settlements from the territories, 
although he was In favour of a 
selective settlement policy “kept 
within the proper proportion." He 
also opposed freezing existing 
settlements; indeed, he favoured 
their consolidation. 

Summing up his meetings tn ' 
Washington and the impression he 
gained of the American mood, 
Dayan believed that the Palestinian 
issue was far from occupying the 
front of the American mind at pre- 
sent ' — and that applied to the 
Presidency, the State Department 
and Congress, "although t must 
odd the rider that they are anxious 
to case the position of Sadat, for 
whom it does have top priority." 
Dayan said. 

He also believed that if Carter 
were to announce a plan for a se- 
cond Camp David and closet 
himself there with Sadat and Begin, 
he would arouse a storm of 
criticism within the U.8. 'They 
would protest that America has 
more burning Issues right now — 
Iran, Afghanistan, Inflation, New 
York transport strikes and the 
presidential elections." 

Here, Dayan added that wbat did 
arouse excitement in relation to the 
Middle East were Iran, 
Afghanistan and Saudi Arabia, with 
the Palestinian and Israel issue 
much lowpr down the scale of in- 
terest 

"Certainly they care little 
whether the Mayor of Halhul cornea 
to the conference table," he. added 
with a smile. . . 

Given the present American 
mood, lie said. It was almost im- 
possible tb imagine that Carter *or 
Vance 1 would' be^abierto devote 40 • 
days* /and nights to negotiating the 
autonomy^agreement. 

Here" he spoke emotionally: 
"What ia seriously missing from 
our approach is that we allow 
ourselves to be dragged along In 
others’ wakes, we react to others’ 
actions, we do not initiate them by 
ourselves. After ail, it was Sadat 
who came here first; we only acted 
on his actions." 

DAYAN WAS concerned that 
valuable time was being lost and 
that the advantage entailed In the 
five-year period until talks with 
Jordan had to begin was being 
allowed to slip away: "It we don't 
get things going, then the autonomy 
plan may simply get pigeon-holed, 
and then one day we will wake up to 
find a new American plan/’ 

Such a plan would have to take 
account of the Islamic revival and 
of the growing Arab oil power, 
elements, which were absent from 
the Rogers Plan's formulation, he 
warned. And he pointed out that 
many Americans believe the key to 
thefr energy problem was held by 
the Arabs. 

He wished to cling to tbe Camp 
David framework because it 
offered a five-year breathing 
space; it specified Jordan as the 
negotiating partner and it omitted 
all mention of Jerusalem. Above 
all, it bore the signatures of the . 
presidents of the United States and 
Egypt. 

'■Any new plan would be born un- 
der the sign of oil and under the 
shadow, of Israel’s weakening 
position," Dayan advised. 

DURING his three-week speaking 
tour in the U.S., Dayan addressed 
numerous Jewish audiences and 
found that extensive circles — "not 
marginal elements but people In the 
mainstream of the organized com- 
munity" — were strongly opposed 
to Israel’s settlement policies. 

Although he gathered that the 
overall revenue of toe UJA and 
Bonds had not fallen, there were 
disturbing indlcationa that people 
were declining to donate to the 
appeal because they did not want to 
finance a settlement policy they so 
disagreed with. There were some 
Who assumed toe extreme position 
of opting out of all involvement. 
They charged that Israel was not 
doing enough to keep the peace 
process' going. . - u 

The anti-Carter vote in the New 
York Democratic primary did not, 
he think. Unply support for the 
settlement policy. Rather, It was an 
instinctive protest at the 
deviousnew at the "flip-flop" In the 
UN censure vote.

Dayan had been astounded by the 
prevailing mood In the U.S., with 
popular sentiment overwhelmingly 
in support, of Carter's super- 
cautious handling of the hootage 
crisis. Carter could not be blamed 
for the ways things had developed, 
he was simply reflecting his 
people's attitude, including that of 
the hostages * relatives. 

More alarmingly. Congress had 
refused to endorse the presidential 
scheme to register young nren and 
women eligible tor the draft. 

Americans were passionate In 
their refusal to get involved in any 
armed conflict outside their conti- 
nent. They had not even helped 
China by supplying it with the latent 
arms or military know-how to 
enable them to push Soviet- backed' 
Vietnam out of Cambodia, though 


China had emerged badly hurt from 
that contest. 

Indeed, he pointed out. Peking 
had faded to get the kind of 
hardware Washington had Already 
supplied to the Saudis. It was to be 
expected that China would have to 
undergo a policy re-appraisal over 
Its alliance with America, which 
was doing Its utmost not to go too 
far In angering the Russians. 

Dayan did not accept former 
President Richard Nixon's theory 
that Russia was already winning 
World War HI. Nor did he believe 
American policy-makers accepted 
this apocalyptic view. America end 
Russia, be believed, would do their 
utmost to avoid direct armed con- 
flict for fenr of destroying each 
other. 

DAYAN said he had seen the 
bumper sticker, "We Don't Wont to 
Fight for Ofl." reflecting

Americans' unwillingness to send 
their sons overseas to die for oil. 
They wanted to excise the word 
“war” from their lexicon, and thus 


it was doubtful whether America 
would ever send troops to Iran. 

At this point, Dayan conceded toe 
Ironic fact of history that just when 


the U.S. was readjusting its 
strategic outlook, the Soviets were 
at the zenith of their official expan- 
sionist policies. 

"The Russians' reaction ia un- 
doubtedly one of great glee on 
reading that Carter's popularity is 
growing becausf he did not employ 
force in the Iranian hostage crisis," 
was Dayan's sardonic comment. 

Yet there was a danger line 
beyond which the Russians would 
move with peril. He believed 
America would send troops in if any 
of its close allies were directly 
threatened. They included 
members of NATO, and Its friends 
tn the Eastern Mediterranean — 
Israel. Egypt, Sudan, Jordan, as 
well as Morocco. A question mark 
did hover over what might happen 
It the Russians invaded Rumania 
and post-Tito Yugoslavia, he said. 

Dayan was % in favour of Israel 
staying out of toe Olympic Games 
in Moscow if the U.S. upheld its 
boycott. "If America Imposes such 
a ban, we have to demonstrate our 
solidarity in such matters as well." 
he declared. 

Israel looked to America for so 
much, and it must respond to such 
an American appeal. As to tbe 
argument that Israel should not be 
in Moscow to hearten the 
refuseniks' struggle, Dayan stated: 
"Who but the American people 
have been so forthcoming In aiding 
us In toe struggle far Soviet Jewish 
rights? Which other nation imposed 
such restrictions on their trade with 
Russia in order ip exert pressure 
over their right to leave?"

Keeping the 


faith 


I HAPPENED to be In the U.S. on 
the sixth anniversary of my son's 
death in the Yoro Klppur War. I had 
arranged to be in Washington, that 
day. in order to visit the Arlington 
Military Cemetery. There seems to 
exist a brotherhood of war 
casualties. Angels of war appear to 
have something In common — - they 
usuAlly pick the best. It Is the 
cream of our youth that we find at 
the front line. They are the right 
people, at the right place, doing the 
right thing — rising above their 
fears and anxieties, fulfilling the 
hazardous task of defending the 
country. The line of command is 
well devised, well kept. Obedience 
and discipline are the key to 
success. Paradoxically in Israel, 
.this system of discipline, which 
achieves miracles in time of war, 
collapses the very moment 
hostilities cease. Why? 

At Arlington I was overwhelmed 
by the grandeur of its simplicity. 
The vast ground, meticulously 
kept, makes a fitting memorial 
from a grateful nation to its fallen 
heroes. Acres of green lawns hear 
only huge green trees, under whose’ 
shadows the simple tombstones of 
the brave are strewn. No or- 
naments. no flowers, just plain 
stones. Americans from ail walks of 
life and from all parts of that huge 
country go there. Watching them, 
you cannot fail to notice that they 
have come to pay a debt of honour. 

In Israel, the roll call of honour is 
a long one. Survival has extracted 
its heavy toll and tribute in blood. 
The young bays who are no longer 
with us have not merely passed 
away. They have left us a legacy. 
Have we. who were entrusted with 
it, kept it in the spirit in which it 
was handed over? Deplorably, the 
answer is no. 

The moral state of our nation is at 
a law ebb. There prevails an at- 
mosphere of pessimism, a lack of 
hope. Human relations have 
deteriorated, there is contempt for 
law and order, disregard for public 
property and an unwillingness to 
work hard and perform obligations. 
In short, the system of propriety 
seems disrupted and we are again 
worshipping a golden calf. 

What can we simple concerned 
citizens do to bring about the 
change that 1s so urgently needed? 
Can we act. where politicians have 
failed, or rather never even 
attempted to tackle the problem of 
the quality of our life. Are we going 
to continue to hear gloomy news 
and discuss the situation, sipping 
imported drinks over our rich 
meals? 


IT IS THE basic right and duty of 
every citizen to vote. Yet our elec- 
toral system makes it a priori Im- 
possible to elect a government that 


will have the slightest chance of 
functioning as a government. 
Under our present electoral 
system, we can expect nothing but 
compromise, horse-trading 
between parties and factions, and 
treading water. 

True, not everything Is negative 
and great things have been achiev- 
ed. But the basis of our political life 
does not permit overdue radical 
changes. 

Even If occasionally some able 
politicians do appear on the 
horizon, they are soon trampled 
down by the steamrollers of 
political connivance. 

All our political parties are 
dominated by rivalry, based less on 
Ideological differences than on self- 
interest. There exists no confronta- 
tion of responsibility between the 
elected and the elector, and the 
former are free ' to do as they 
choose, without ever being called to 
account by their constituents. Our 
Knesset has ceased to be an Instru- 
ment of leadership, and Is more like 
& ring for political wrestling 
matches than it should be. 

We have, by default, become guil- 
ty bystanders, lamenting and 
deploring our state of affairs. Yet 
every four years we do our duty and 
vote, sometimes switching 
allegiance, hoping that it might 
bring a change. Well, it did rat work. 
So - why should we agree to continue 
to vote for a list that is composed of 
people we neither know nor trust, 
people who have been placed where 
they are by political manipulators? 

The quality of leadership depends 
on Individual Initiative and the 
capacity for teamwork. The test of 
a government is not merely the 
presentation of its programme, but 
its ability to execute It. This makes 
it imperative that our elected 
representatives should have, above 
all. Integrity, Intelligence and 
honesty rather than long years of 
party service. The onus of checking 
these qualities should be left to the 
voter and not to a caucus of political 
tight-rope artists. We need a 
leadership of consensus, rather 
than competition. 

Time seems to be running out. As 
citizens we have to demand an im- 
mediate reform of our electoral 
system. “Elections Now" accor- 
ding to the old system will bring 
about no basic change. We have 
political parties galore, and an 
abundance cof factions in each par- 
ty. But we need civil servants who 
will be -.civil- and servants. Under 
the present system, our elected 
representatives will soon’ become 
political cripples. It is for us to see 
that the system is changed so that It 
will be possible for them to lead and 
to govern. We must have leaders 
who care more about Israel than 
about their narrow party Interests.

(ConUnned from Page 8) 
bassador in Washington, Ephraim 
Evron, said the embassy first 
learned of the invitation In a com- 
munication from Jerusalem saying 
that Peres will arrive in the U.S. 
and will meet Carter. 

Turning to the Welz man affair, 
Begin said he will 'not react until he 
has gone over the full transcript of 
the Wednesday night "Moked" 
programme and will only comment 
"If there Is any point and need to do 
so." 

Begin described his talks with 
Carter as "debates held in the 
White House,” two full hours of 
which were devoted to Jerusalem. 

As a result. Begin said, the 
"Americans now know that any 
argument with us on this subject 
will not lead anywhere. Jerusalem 
Is not mentioned In the Camp David 
accords and is not an Egyptian 
problem but a part of Jewish 
history alone. We rejected both the 
Egyptian suggestion of Arab 
sovereignty for East Jerusalem 
and the American idea for Allowing 
Jerusalem Arabs to vote In the 
autonomy elections, as this too 
would have meant division of 
Jerusalem. The city will remain un- 
ited under Israeli sovereignty 
Only." 

Begin also said that the Egyptian 
proposal for a legislative assembly 
for the autonomy, with executive 
and judicial branches. Is “tan- 
tamount to a Palestinian stole (n all 
but name. We made it clear In 
Washington that we are not playing 
with names because our lives and 
the Jives of our children are at stake 
here. Wc will agree only to on ad- 
ministrative council of limited size 
so that it cannot become a 


parliament.’' 

Begin stressed that if defence and 
security for the West Bank and 
Gaza "are not in Israeli hands, 
those areas and pre-1987 Israel 
would be. subject to a worse blood- 
bath than Lebanon. Not only people 
will die but peace will be murdered. 
We might agree to arrangements 
for cooperation with a local police 
force but the pre-condition for that 
is that the Egyptians accept the 
principle that we will remain In 
charge of defence and the war 
against terrorism." 

According to the prime minister, 
“our greatest success was the fact 
that we renewed Jewish unity In 
America la regard to the three 
above points. American Jewry Is 
now willing to fight for them.** 

He described his meeting with 
over a thousand Jewish leaders and 
said. “The Jews of the U.S. are now 
one in their support of Israel, its 
policy and government. There may 
be some exceptions — people with 
money who think their wealth 
allows them to dictate capitulation 
terms to us. But they must know 
that the life of one Israeli child is 
more important than all the 
millions they inherited from their 
parents. ^SVe will stand by our rights 
and take no notice of the letters 
they publish in foreign papers to 
wenken our stand." 

Begin announced that the 
autonomy talks would be renewed 
in some 10 days In Herzllya, will go 
on there daily for 10 days and will 
continue for the next 10 days In 
Alexandria. The 40-day negotiation 
period will be counted as of April 16. 

“If we do not reach an agreement 
by May 26 . we shall go on till we 
do.” he said.

The three -day Tripoli summit 
promises to put greater political 
distance between hardliners and 
the conservative Arab camp. 

At the close of l heir summit, the 
five traders agreed to a broad 
range of actions under the jurisdic- 
tion of new joint political, military 
and information committees. The 
military command Us pledged to 
build a combined force under the 
command of a Syrian officer. 

The hardliners view the military 
force as a step toward "restoring 
the military balance with the 
Zionist enemy'* now that Egypt is 
no longer at war with the Jewish 
State. 

A previous effort to combine 
forces against Israel — the Iraql- 
Syrian unity plan envisioned by the 
Baghdad summit — failed due to 
political differences between the 
neighbouring states. 


ONE OF THE hoy political 
decisions taken by the front w&ft A 
resolution to "reject any settlement 
for the Palestine issue on the basis, 
of UN Security Council Resolution

This apparently referred to hlghly- 
pubiictacd efforts by Britain and 
other European governments, with 
the full backing of the moderate 
Persian Gulf slates, to amend the 
reAbiutiuna la a way that will gain 
the approval of PLO loader Yasser 
Arafat. The approval of the renolu- 
lion would be equivalent to a 
recognition of Israel because 242 af- 
firms the- right of all states in the 

nr(*n to live in proee. 

European governments have 
talked of amending the resolution 
so it specifically mentions the need 
to resolve the Palestinian question 
which is referred to in 242 as a 
"refugee problem." 

The front clearly warn- 
ed Europe that its economic ties 
with front states would be damaged 
if Europe continued to support the 
U S. peace initiative. 


ANOTHER RESOLUTION said es- 
tablishment of an American 
military base la Arab territory 
would be "a direct aggression on 
the front and the Arab nation and 
miuil be resisted by all means." 
The U.S. has been seeking military 
facilities in Somalia and Oman, 
both nf which arc members of the 
Arab league. 

in a subtle rebuff of Iraq, which 
walked out or the front, the five ex- 
prenaed solidarity with the Iranian 
revolution currently engaged In 


elnahen with the regime of Iraqi 
'President Saddam Hussein. 
Underlining the difference* 
between the front and Baghdad, 
Iraqi Deputy Premier Naim Had- 
dad said in .1 Kuwaiti newspaper in- 
terview that the Tripoli grouping la 
“nothing but ft. propaganda 
phenomenon, divorced from 
deeds." 

The hardliners said any 
American nggrossion against Iran 
wottid pose a "serious threat to 
peace and security in the area and 
the world." 

Besides calling for stronger ties 
with the Soviet Union and the 
Socialist bloc, the hardliners also 
took a subtly pro* Soviet stand on 
the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan, affirming "respect 
for the will of Afghanistan to defend 
itself, its territorial Integrity and 
non-alignment." 

That the front met In Libya show- 
ed Its members had patched up a 
serious dispute between Arafat and 
Guddafi. The Libyan leader closed 
all the PLO’s offices in his country 
over the past few months and turn- 
ed them over to "revolutionary 
committees." 

Only a few weeks ago, Arafat 
described Guddafi as "the mad 
colonel." But suddenly last week he 
called Gaddafi his “beloved 
brother" and termed their earlier 
dispute as being of a "secondary 
nature." The dispute centred on 
Gaddafi's declaration that the PLO 
was not radical enough to represent 
*ho Palestinian people, and that he 
was cutting off financial aid to 
Arafat.

He conceded that "continuous 
clashes" had been going on along 
the border, but suggested that this 
had become a nearly everyday oc- 
currence In past months.

The guests 
of honour will be local and overseas 
delegatee attending the meeting of 
the World Union Executive and the 
International Maccabi ah Games 
. Committee, who convene here this 
week to plan the llth Maccablah in 
July 1987. 

- Meanwhile, the Maccabi World 
Union headquarters on Friday 
received a cnhle from the Maccabi 
Association In Salisbury, stating 
that the new nation of Zimbabwe 
will be competing In next year's 
games. Rhodesia — ■ as It then was 

— withdrew from the 1977 games tn 
protest of restrictions which would 
have been imposed on their 
sportsmen, in line with the inter- 
national boycott of the Ian Smith 
regime.

It is planned to send 
Home 40 athletes and officials to Moscow, plus basket- 
ball and water polo teams It Israel qualifies tor the 
Olympic finals In these iwo sports. 

Govemn-.fr.: Sports Authority deputy director Uri 
Afek, who sits an the secretariat os as observer, had 
endorsed Its stand, Ofek reported. The body consists 
of six members ci Hapoel, four of Maccabi and one 
each of Betar ar.d Eiflzxxr. 

The IOC expected to meet shortly with Prime 
Minister Mcnahem Begin, who twice last week public- 
ly reiterated his support for an Israeli boycott of the 
Moscow Games. However. Begin again agreed that a 
final ruling or. Israel's participation should be left to 
the committee. The only meeting to date between the 
IOC and the prime minister on the subject was back in 
January.

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Independence Day 1980 


ISRAEL'S THIRTY-SECOND year, which ends tonight with the 
celebration of Independence Day, was, to resort to understate- 
ment, far from its best. 

Despite the signing of the first peace treaty with one of our 
erstwhile and formidable Arab enemies, an accomplishment 
which should have ranked as one of Israel’s fondest dreams 
come true, there is a widespread feeling that there was little in 
the achievements of the outgoing year worth celebrating. 

There are those who would put their finger on the build-up of 
external threats and pressure during the recent year as the ma- 
jor cause of this widespread malaise. Without wishing to deny 
the seriousness and weight of those external problems, it would 
seem that the more pertinent explanation lies elsewhere. 

Those among us with a perspective deriving from being in 
Israel for its full 32 years or more can attest that external 
pressure and problems in Israel's early years were far more ! 
threatening. Threatening, but far from dispiriting. To the con- : 
trary, in the past the emergence of new or renewed threats from 1 
the outside nearly always elicited a closing of the ranks and a 
resolve to prove that Israel was up to meeting all such 
challenges; a resolve that was turned Into reality. 

Today's malaise, however, is largely an expression of the fact 
that most of Israel's real problems are of her own making. The 
decade of the 70s, and especially the period since the Torn Kip- 
pur War, has been one in which there has been a distinct 
weakening of the national consensus and a dimming of the 
perception of the national goals that unite and motivate us as a 
people. 

It has been a period of gradual breakdown in the effectiveness 
of the national leadership and of a concomitant undermining of 
the public's confidence in that leadership. 

Above all, it has been a period in which growing segments of 
Israel's society, including major parts of Its tone-setting elite, 
have abandoned the pursuit of the Zionist dream. Instead, a 
futile chase after personal well-being and a normalcy patterned 
on the example of the hedonistic consumer societies of the West 
has become a predominant phenomenon. 

Independence Day is, by definition, a time to he grateful for 
the very fact of our independent statehood and for our re- 
emergence as a nation on our own soil after a millennia -old ex- 
istence in dispersal and degradation. Memorial Day. which 
precedes it- is especially a time for the nation to pay its debt of 
gratitude to those who gave their lives for the cause of that 
national resurgence and independence. 

Israel's 32nd Independence Day, rather than being an occa- 
sion of carefree celebration, should be a day of reflection. It 
should call for the renewal of the national resolve and the return 
to the pursuit of the Zionist dream of establishing a society 
which would be the embodiment of the best in our Jewish and 
human heritage. 


Washington gambits 


UNDER NORMAL circumstances nothing could be more 
■routine’’ and even gratifying than the friendly and nattering 
extension of an invitation by an American president to the 
leader of Israel's major Opposition party, and the latter's 
acceptance of that invitation. 

Commenting on the embarrassing but clearly unavoidable 
leak of Mr. Feres' impending visit to President Carter, the 
White House has made that very point, noting similar routine 
consultations with the leaders of the Opposition parties of Bri- 
tain and West Germany. 

The point is well taken, but the ciru instances surrounding Mr. 
Feres' visit axe fax from normal and the nature of the talks with 
Mr. Carter are fax from routine. It has certainly not passed Mr. 
Feres' attention that Israel is today engaged In a critical con- 
frontation with the Carter Administration over the issue of 
autonomy for the Palestinian Arabs. 

The American foreign policy community's purpose in that 
confrontation goes far beyond checkmating Premier Begin 's 
maximalist stance which does not enjoy the support of a clear 
majority in Israel. It espouses positions which clearly strike at 
the very basis of Israel's bedrock national consensus on the 
security implications of such autonomy in the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. 

It is no secret that Mr. Feres, who stands a good, but not in- 
disputable, chance of becoming Israel's next prime minister, 
has some very different ideas and approaches from Mr. Begin 
concerning the problem of the future of the territories. 

But as* a candidate for prime minister, Mr. Peres should be 
concerned that his forthcoming talks with Washington's top 
policy makers should not be used to erode even further Israel's 
national majority consensus. 

A good part of the problem, of course, -stems from the un- 
precedented situation in which Prime Minister Begin has 
himself been largely responsible for undermining any possibili- 
ty of maintaining a broadly based foreign policy consensus. In 
this regard Mr. Peres is correct in assuming that the prime 
minister would have vetoed the proposal that he meet with Mr. 
Carter at this time, had he sought Mr. Begin's blessing in ad- 
vance. 

Whatever the benefits to Israel's position that may be ex- 
pected from a Carter-Peres meeting at this juncturfe, they are 
outweighed in part by the affront to the orderly conduct of the 
country’s foreign affairs, entailed in the quasi-clandestine 
manner in which the Washington meeting was arranged. 

Of equal concern is the dubious role played by Ambassador 
Ephraim Evronwho, if he did not help initiate the talks was cer- 
tainly apprised of them well over a week ago and yet deliberate- 
ly failed to clear or coordinate them with Prime Minister Begin 
or Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, whose emissary he is. 

These misjudgements and slips on the one side have, as is 
their wont, led to an egregious overkill reaction in Herut, where 
Deputy Defence Minister Mordechai Zipori has outdone all 
others by labelling Mr. Peres a traitor. 

It is unrestrained invective of this sort that has served to 
poison the atmosphere of Israel's politics under the. present 
government, specifically at a time when self-restraint in the 
face of external pressures is what is needed most. 
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TRAGIC PARADOX 


A change in Israel's policy towards the territories is a cond ition for 
reversal of her growing isolation, writes JOSEF JOFFE. 


WHY DOES Israel stand alone — 
isolated among its former friends la 
Europe, in serious trouble even 
with its only remaining ally, the 
United States? - 

From the outside looking in, 
Israel at age 32 appears as a tragic 
paradox. As the political embodi- 
ment of the Zionist dream, Israel 
was founded In order to end once 
and for all the uniquely Jewish con- 
dition hnmrtine. Israel was the ul- 
timate answer to anti-Semitism. 
For (f Jews everywhere were at 
best merely allowed to assi m ilate 
and at worst persecuted unto death, 
then a state of their own was the 
only logical solution to ghettos, 
pogroms, and extinction. Israel was 
founded out of the ashes of the 
Holocaust so that Jews would so 
longer stand alone. 

But instead of transcending the 
historical Jewish condition, Israel 
has merely elevated It to a higher 
level. For today, Israel as a state 
seems condemned to act out the 
nightmarish role that Jews In the 
past were forced to play as In- 
dividuals. Just as Jews regularly 
ended up as outcasts in the 
Diaspora, Israel today finds Itself 
progressively isolated In the com- 
munity of nations, an almost un- 
iversal target of resentment and 
even hatred. 


cloaking their traditional anti- 
Semitism in the mantle of "anti- 
imperialism"; and the countries of 
the Third World hate us because 
iBrael -- merely by offering an ex- 
ample of successful democratic 
development in their very midst — 
perpetually reminds them of their 
own grievous political and 
economic failures. 


Is this perhaps the Jewish fate — 
state or no state — eternal and un- 
changing? Were the two or three 
decades after the Holocaust merely 
a freak breathing space in the inex- 
orable course of universal anti- 
Semitism? If this Is true, if On iron 
destiny makes choice irrelevant, 
then nothing Israel does can make a 
difference, 

I do not agree with this reasoning, 
but there Is an equally self- 
defeating, if less fatalistic, argu- 
ment often heard in Israel that goes 
like this: There are more Arabs in 
the world than Jews, and they have 
the oil; Europe Is ready to abandon 
us and embrace the PLO for the 
mirage of secure energy supplies; 
the Communist powers are merely 


IF THIS is the whole story, then 
there is Indeed no alternative to the 
sterile and reckless policy of ein 
breim, which the present govern- 
ment buttresses with claims of 
divine guidance. But there is 
evidently more to a far-sighted and 
•prudent foreign policy than self- 
pity and blustering . self- 
righteousness which habitually end 
up In sheer provocation — as if a 
yeshiva in Hebron were more Im- 
portant than Israel’s vital and 
legitimate claims In the overall set- 
ting of the Middle East. 

I am afraid that the Begin 
government has simply un- 
derestimated the depth of two 
seemingly contradictory currents 
of opinion in the Western world: 
Europe's and America's commit- 
ment to Israel's security within 
viable borders, on the one hand, 
and the West's growing resentment 
of an obstinate settlement and 
Palestinian policy, on the other, 
which makes it all but impossible 
for Israel's friends to make their 
voices heard. The world can sup- 
port Israel's claim to security; it 
will not support the government's 
contention that Jews have the right 
to settle anywhere and everywhere 
— at least not under the banner of 
the Star of David. For somebody on 
the outside looking In, Israel dis- 
plays a frightening case of political 
autism. Even heavy-handed war- 
nings such as the recent U.S. anti- 
Israeli vote in the Security Council 
are at best brushed aside, at worst 
countered with yet another 
provocative act on the West Bank. 
Engaged in a desperate race to 
create /aits accompZis In the 
territories, Israel merely manages 


to arouse even more hostility 
among friends and enemies alike. 
Hence, the PLO needs do little more 
than sit back and wait — for 
political victories made in Israel 
and handed over on a sllver platter. 
For a country whose political 
capital Is dwindling for reasons 
{such as oil) admittedly not of 
Israel's making, it Beems almost 
criminal to spend what little te left 
on blatantly counter-productive 
policies. 

Israel is caught in a tragic situa- 
tion where a handful of Ideological 
and religious zealots have been 
allowed to pervert the national in- 
terest. The world has never bought 
the argument of a divine or 
historical right to Judea and 
Samaria; it has long since stopped 
believing In the ostensibly more 
pragmatic equating of settlements 
with security.

EXPORTS TO EUROPE 


To Uic Editor of The Jerusalem Posl 

Sir, — Your Economic Reporter 
writes on April 4 that Bank of Israel 
circles are worried about harm to 
Israeli exports to Europe because 
of the strengthening of the dollar 
relative to European currencies 
(and to the Japanese yen). 

A decline of our exports to 
Europe and a further deterioration 
of our dismal balance of trade may 
indeed be expected soon. This, 
however, not because of the 
strengthening of the dollar, but 
because of the ludicrously un- 
realistic, manipulated rise of the 
Israeli lira or shekel against the 
strongest world currencies, apart 
from the dollar, although our rate 
of inflation is more than tenfold the 
rate In countries like Germany, 
Switzerland and many others, and 
although our government has been 
printing money at an un- 
precedented rate. 

The remedies suggested to your 
correspondent by Bank of Israel 
circles do not deserve to be taken 
seriously. If*our exporters "hike” 
their prices, they will succumb to 
foreign competition and be priced 


out of the market forthwith. The 
same will happen, automatically, if 
they demand payment In dearer 
dollars. Our exporters profit 
margin In Europe does not permit 
the absorption of considerable 
percentage differences resulting 
from artificial exchange rate dis- 
crepancies. 

"Diversifying Into other currem 
cies?" What currencies? What 
markets? What about our trade 
with the European Economic Com- 
munity and its general impor- 
tance? 

Distorting the exchange rate may 
help, very temporarily, to slow our 
rate of Inflation. However, this is 
bound to be quite ephemeral. As 
against this, the damage to our 
trade balance may be long-lasting 
and destructive. 

The gifts we receive are mainly 
(n dollars. But a very considerable 
proportion of what we earn abroad 
must be in European currencies. If 
we disregard this, we shall become 
ever more dependent and ever 
more impoverished.

ISRAEL'S FRIENDS may be ready 
to defend -the need for Israeli 
security outposts along the Jordan 
River, but bow can they justify an 
"autonomy" policy which is little 
more than a tortuous disguise for 
continued Israeli rule over an alien 
population? How can Israel expect 
to make Its legitimate security 
claims heard it “security" becomes 
inseparable from straightforward 
' imperial control. 

"What does the world know about 
our problems?" is a favorite Israeli 
retort at this point. And: “We can- 
not prepare for national suicide just 
to please the gentiles." Yet as 
many Israeli analysts have long 
pointed out (most recently Hirsh 
Goodman in the Jerusalem Post 
Magazine of Maroh 14), the 
settlements tend to diminish rather 
than enhance Israel's security. Far 
from serving i as a first line of 
defence, foreword settlements in 
the Golan had to be evacuated at 
the outbreak of the Yora Klppur 
War because they hampered 
regular army operations. 

It is Indeed hard to see how 
isolated Jewish -populated pockets 
amidst a hostile population can be 
anything but a strategic and tac- 
tical liability in case of a large- 
scale Arab onslaught. Instead of be- 
ing able to trade space for time, the 
IDF would have to subordinate 
strategy to the saving of lives, 
stretching its badly outnumbered 
forces beyond the dictates of 
military reason. 

Yet the problem of the 
settlements cuts much deeper than . 
mere military considerations would 
suggest. If we look at security in Its 
broader, i.e., moral and psy- 
chological dimensions, settlements 
on the West Bank not only a 
liability but also a downright threat 
to Israel’s security. Security 
throughout history has always 
meant much more than the sheer 
mass of men and guns at a nation’s 
disposal, otherwise Israel would 
have never been capable of winning 
many wars against seemingly In- 
surmountable odds. Israel has been 
able to vanquish its opponents 
because its people stood united 
behind a lofty national goal: the 
defence 'of the Jewish homeland. 
Will a yeshiva in Hebron or the 
claims of Gush Emunim inspire the 
same sense of sacrlfioe and 
solidarity? 

What is there to defend? Anybody 
who has ever visited a West Bank 
settlement — KJryat Arba, tor in- 
stance — is immediately struck by 
a sense of the absurd: enormous 
wire-mesh fences, searchlights, 
grim watch-towers, armed sentries 
patrolling a perimeter separating a 
sullen and cowed Arab population 
from & small Jewish community 
that does not even work the land but 
seeks Its livelihood In nearby 
Jerusalem. 

It is a symbol of misguided zeal, 
an ominous perversion of Zionism. 
In this century, Jews could at last 
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flock to Israel In order to escape 
once and for all from the ghettos 
imposed upon them by a hostile 
majority. Yet surely, Fflryat Arba 
is not the triumph of the dream that 
Inspired Israel's Zionist founding . 
fathers. Behind the fancy, facade, 
behind the gleaming supermarket 
and ultra-modern housing, It Is 
nothing but a ghetto — no less 
tragic for the fact that It is -freely, 
chosen rather than Imposed by an 
implacable outside majority.' 
Kiryat Arba and many other 
settlements like it are not built on 
hope, but on fear. 

Israel's key strength — and the 
source Of worldwide respect and 
sympathy that was so often 
translated Into tangible support — 
has been its lofty national purpose: 
the building of a Jewish home out of 
rocks and barren wastes, dedicated ' 
not only to the fulfilment of ah an- 
cient Jewish dream but also to the 
universal values of freedom, 
equality, and justice. The Zionist 
Ideology .of "dunam after tiimam"- 
implied the subjugation of nature, 
not of ' hostile . populations. It was 
this unique strength that elevated 
Zionism .Above sa_manyin« 
dependence movements in Africa 
or Asia.
